A RETROGRADE MOVEMENT. 

Dr^Meacham tried to make & little 
cheap capital for himself at his meet¬ 
ing here on the 14tJi Inst. He fald he 
had urged upon the Government the 
authorizing of a primary geography, 
and waxed eloquent over the relief this 
would afford the poor mac. The 
solictltude of the politician fov the 
welfare of the poor man on the eve of 
a general election is a thing of bearitty 
and a joy forever. If the poor man 
will go back 15 years, to the year 1888 
when the present Minister of Educa¬ 
tion, took charge, he will (1ml that we 
had in the publio schools at that time 
nine different text books in geography, 
elovon in grammar, four In arithmetic, 
five in history and three serios of texts 
books in reading. In each of those 
subjects there is but one text hook now 
in use. One of ihe^ groat reforms of 
Mr. Ross’ adminstration was the doing 
away with tho raultipliciy of text 
books. Tn Dr. Ryerson’s time we had 
fifty-five text books in tho public 
6choo!s, now there are only eleven. 
As has been pointed out the policy 
of the department is to authorize but 
one text book in eAch subject, so that 
pupils in changing from one locality 
to another, may not be required to 
purchase new books.

As in agriculture tho Liberal Gov¬ 
ernment of Ontario lias recognized the 
greatest industry of this country and, 
— by the establishment of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture with a responsible 
Minister at its head in the person of 
Hon. John Dryden, a thorough, practi¬ 
cal farmer possessing superior admin¬ 
istrative ability,—has been able to 
wisely and economically assist those 
who are engaged in the various 
branches of farming, so its record as to 
labor legislation is regarded by

advanced, and progjessive of any 
self-governed country in tho world.

E. F. Clarke, M. P., and for years one 
of the roost prominent of the Opposi¬ 
tion members in the Provincial Legis¬ 
lature, speaking on this subject at 
Dundurn Park, Hamilton, last Labor

made. It was less than twenty-five 
years since Parliament declared labor 
organizations to be legal. 

Before 1872 it was an illegal thing 
to be a member of such organization .

The objects of organi¬ 
zation were peaceful and progressive 
and he was bound to give full credit 
to the Attorney General, Hon. A. S. 
Hardy, and Hon. J. M. Gibson, for 
the efforts they had made during 
many years on its behalf. They have 
also been willing to accede to any 
resonable demand of organized labor. 
As tho combined effort of organ- : ;<cd 
labor there had been placed upon 
the Statute books a body of legis¬ 
lation that is a' credit to those who 
have enacted it and to those who have 
demanded it.”

I had 
scon saw bucks and buck saws on tho docks 
of cnnalboats, whero they looked natural 
enough, bccauso tho canalboat Is usually 
closo by tho land, whore one could stop to 
or from it onslly, but I could scarcely 
mako the buck saw seem familiar on a suit 
water craft, becauso it seemed to me so 
essentially a thing of the land. 

“Finully I did make It seem all right on 
tho schoonor, though, bv thinking of that 
as a vessel making short voyages and keep¬ 
ing near land and hauling up maybe in 
croeks close bv the shore knd as being in 
various ways intimately associated with 
the land, but I couldn’t think of it as be¬ 
ing used at sea. But when I came to think 
it over I knAw, of course, they must have 
some way of sawing wood aboird doep Wa¬ 
ter ships, and when I oame to inquire I 
learned that the buok saw is used afloat 
just as it is ashore; it Is piled 00 • •^P a 
thousand milos at sea just as it would bo 
on a form.-—New* York Bun.

Some Plain ^acte and Figures Froijp a 
Farmer'i Stand-point. 


Eoito* or Thb Express —I sse from the 
published report of Dr. Meaebam’s address 
in the Napanee Town Hall last week that 
he attempted some vindication of himself 
ia ward to oertain oritioisms, in regard to 
bis facts and figures in hie speech last < 
summer, made by myself in your oolomns 
at that time. I do not see, however, that 
he has made matters any fairer or plainer 
than before. 

What I oomplained of then and fed there 
iffwtill reason to oomplain of Is that facts ( 
and figures were to presented at that time, 
and again now daring this campaign aa to 
deliberately mislead the peopti. Figures 
are given that may sait the purpose and 
facts are with held that may sail the 
purpose, and that purpose is to prejatfee the 
mind* of the people against the present 
Ontario Government. It has long been 
deeded a oontemptable thing to attempt 
to build up one’s self by tearing down the 
reputation of another. That oourse is just 
now being deliberately pnrsaed by the 
Conservative Candidates in both Lennox A 
Addington. They are both giving the 
figures in regard to the earplns left by the 
Sandfleld Maodonald Government and 
then asserting it.has been “squandered” 
beeaofe there is not as muoh money in the 
Provincial treasury now. They are con- 
•Untly asking the electors to condomn the 
Government because, on the whole, the 
yearly expenditures have been greater than 
the yearly receipts daring the last twenty- 
four years. At the same time they 
carefally avoid explaining how that money 
has been “ squandered.” They keep back 
a part of the truth all the time, so ae to 
bettor serve their party purposes. 

a farmer's case. 

Has not the Provinoe reoeived the 
money’s worth for what has been " aquau 
dcred”? That is the important question. 
Supposing a farmer oome9 into possession 
of 200 sores of good land, but unimproved 
and without buildings, and at the same 
time has 82,000 of money in his possession. 

At the same time he has an inooms of 
8400 a year from other sources. At the 
end of five years he has expended that 
surplus money and sold off the timber from 
20 acres of his farm, and he has not the 
money to show for that either. Is that an 
evidenoe the man has been “ squandering ” 
his property ? That depends on just how 
he has paid his money out. If he has gone 
on and ereoted good buildings, built up 
good fenoes, put down drains, openod up a 
good road and done necessary work, all 
at a reasonable expense, it would be very 
evident that though he may have less 
surplus money than before yet he has now 
bis money’s worth in another and more 
profitable form, and is therefore the richer 
and not the poorer because he has expended 
that surplus. 

HOW THE MONEY WAS BFXNT. 

The position of the Ontario Government 
in regard to that surplus is very much the 
same. The Province needed a number of 
new and expensive publio buildings. These 
have been erected and paid for. The Pro¬ 
vince needed a number of new railways, to 
open up the country to settlers and make 
valuable much of the public lands not other 
wise valuable at all. These railways have 
have been aided out of the publio treasury 
to the extent of millions, Colonization 
roads were needed to open np new sections 
to pioneer settlers, just aa the early settlets 
in our old counties once needed aid. These 
roads have been bnilt, and repaired and 
paid for. Nearly three million dollars have 
been spent in that way. The eohoods of 
the Province needed publio aid to make 
them as efficient as possible, so that every 
family in the county might enjov the fall 
advantages. The Govefnrnent has aidod 
these aud paid out nearly fifteen millions 
in that way.

#30 a year for doing the town’s business the 
conncil woke up to tbo fact that they were 
straining at a gnat to swallow a camel and 
they dropped tlie mutter like a hot potato. 

But when tho town council dropped it 
Police Magistrate took the matter up. It 
waB pointed out by the town solicitor in bis 
report that in the town of' Strathroy the 
magistrate is paid #50 rpesr year in ad¬ 
dition to tho regular fees ; in Trenton the 
magistrate receives a salary of §000 per 
annum ; in Ficton, Prescott and Ganancque 
they pay their magistrate a salary, while 
the town of Deseronto allows its magistrate 
#2.45 for each case. Bo ifttich by way of 
introduction, now for the sequel.
